1. Applicant's election without traverse of species 1, figs. 1-10, claims 1, 4-7 
and 1 1-12 in the paper filed 6/15/04 is acknowledged. 

Upon review claim 6 is additionally withdrawn from consideration by the 
Examiner, 35 CFR 1.142)(b), as being drawn to non-elected species 4, figs. 17-20. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

3 . (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Daikuhara et al. 

The disclosure of Daikuhara provides a complete response to each and every 
element set forth in the claims. For examples: Figs. 1, 3A-D, 6, 7 and 8 A show a plastic 
core 30, a set of terminals (11-1, 11-2), a set of first isolating plates 12, two first 
conductive plates (80, 70), an insertion element (40, 50), an inner central portion at upper 
and lower sides with upper and lower receiving slots (1 1-16, 63) for receiving upper and 
lower terminals (11-1, 11-2), isolating plate slots 12, upper and lower receiving slots 
(3 lc, 3 Id) for receiving first conductive plates (80, 70) and two lateral sides (not labeled) 
being firmly held in the plastic core 30 by two lateral inner sides with a slide way (34, 
35). 

As to claim 5, ribs on the portions 40 and 50 of the insertion element are read as 
the recited second isolating plates. 
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Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 



would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 7 and 1 1-12 are allowable since the prior at of record fails to teach 
or suggest two outer covers located at upper and lower sides of the insertion element and 
wherein third conductive plates received in the two outer covers. 

7. Lappoehn, Yang (611), Yang (749), Korsunsky et al and Wu are cited for 
disclosure of electrical connectors with shield plates.
